Suspicious Blaze Guts 
The Lodge Restaurant 



Antioch firefighters called for assistance 
from the Fox Lake and Lake Villa Fire Dep- 
ts. to battle an early morning blaze that 
destroyed the Lodge restaurant on Grass 
Lake Rd. southwest of Antioch. 

The Antioch Fire Dept. received the call at 
3:24 a.m. on July 3 and arrived on the scene 
at 3:32 a.m. to discover that the blaze had 
already gone through the center roof over the 
dining room. 

After the fire was extinguished, Antioch 
Dep. Chief Wayne Parthun conducted a 
routine investigation. After making some un- 
settling discoveries, Parthun called in Round 
Lake Dep. Chief Rocky Pelletiere to assist in 
the investigation. 

The two deputy chiefs decided to turn the 



fire over to the Illinois Fire Marshal's office 
and the Lake County Sheriffs Police for fur- 
ther investigation. 

Saying that the fire was of suspicious 
origin, Parthun added that, "we have a com- 
plex situation here. The building is owned by 
Chuck Haling, but is leased by a Mr. 
O'Malley of Chicago who is sub-letting it to 
Dan Niemann of Antioch. Neither O'Malley 
nor Niemann had any insurance on it: only 
Haling did. 

"Further, there is a question on the liquor 
license. There is a court case scheduled shor- 
tly over non-renewal of the license. So we 
have a complicated investigation going on," 

The investigation, at press time, was con- 
tinuing.

Schedule New Review

Mike Haley inquired. He added that the 
brothers are willing to relocate the Blarney 
Island transport boat if that is an ob- 
jectionable point. 

Blarney Island is a tavern owned by 
members of the family in the middle of Grass 
Lake that can only be reached by water. 

Trustee Margaret Paull reaffirmed that 
the transport boat could be a major stum- 
bling block. She said she'd be willing to 
reopen the matter il the boat objection could 
be handled. 

Mayor William Dam pointed out at the 
meeting July 7 that legal' problems could 
arise.

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Lions Conduct Tests 
For Hearing Problems 



Deaf persons are the least understood of 
the handicapped populations because deaf- 
ness is not visible. 

Many of the problems of the deaf and 
hearing impaired would be alleviated with 
increased understanding of deafness on the 
part of the general public. 

.To help increase public awareness, not 
only of the problems of deafness, but also of 
the capabilities of the deaf and hearing im- 
paired, and to safeguard the hearing of the 
public through an early warning system, the 
•Lions Clubs of Illinois sponsor free -hearing, 
screenings for persons 21 years old and older 
in communities throughout the state. 

As part of that program, the Antioch Lion's 
Club will sponsore a screening from 1:30-4:30 
p.m. on July 16 at Antioch High School gym. 

Hearing impairment is the single most 
prevalent chronic physical disability in the 
United States, with deafness occurring 
nearly four times as often as blindness. In 
Illinois alone, there are close to 720,000 
hearing impaired persons. Of these, 106,000 . 
are deaf and 26,000 of those persons became 
deaf before the age of 19. 

"For a long time some people equated 



deafness with stupidity," said John Wolf, 
club president.. 

"This is just not so. Deaf people and 
hearing impaired people have l.Q.'s equal to 
those among the hearing population. Deaf 
people can oe jsutas quamiea as the nearing 
for jobs and opportunities. They deserve 
every consideration and equal opportunity." 
Hearing loss takes many forms. 
"It doesn't just mean that a person feels 
like the sound has been turned down," said 
Dr. Edward C. Warner, hearing screening 
chairman for the club. "Hearing loss may 
mean a difficulty in understanding different 
pitches, or different sounds." Hearing loss 
also has many causes, and there are many 
medical and mechanical ways to help people 
with hearing losses. 

Among Lions involved in planning the 
screening are Dr. Edward C. Warner, Homer 
La-Plante, Les Sorenson, Gary Allen 
(A.C.H.S. Superintendent), Dr. Albert Bucar 
and Lion's Pres. John Wolf. 

The hearing screening program is con- 
ducted through the cooperation of the Lions 
of Illinois Foundation, 1515 N. Harlem Ave., 
Oak Park, the charitable arm of the state's 
more than 670 Lions Clubs, 



Klemm Gets Action On 
Duck Blinds In Chain 



In response to a request by State Rep. Dick 
Klemm (R-63) the Illinois Dept. of Con- 
servation has tightened regulation of duck 
blinds on Grass and Upper Nippersink 
Lakes. 

In a letter signed by Michael Witte of the 
department of conservation, Klemm was 
informed that 31 class B blinds will be 
allowed and shall be voluntarily removed by 



May 1 following the season. The other five 
blinds will be class A (of floating con- 
struction) and must be removed by May 1. 

All blinds must be marked on each post 
with reflective tape at all times. 

If the voluntary removal program is un- 
successful, the DOC will consider mandatory 
action for the next season.

■pe plane crashes to win the NL Eastern 
Ptvision this year. Deposed coach Don Zim- 
mer concluded, "I don't think God could 
make this team win," I'm so frustrated that 
I'm prepared to distribute two bumper 
' stickers: I Was Alive In '45 and Dump 
Dallas. But do you know that- there was one 
defunct baseball franchise that compiled a 
worst record than our Cubs? It was the St. 
Louis Browns. 

The Brownies won the only pennant of their 
52-year American League existence in 1944 
when most of baseball's star players were 
overseas fighting the Nazis and the Japanese 
during World War II. They finished in the 
cellar nine times, and in seventh place 12 
times between 1902 and 1953. Their lifetime 
.433 won-lost percentage is the lowest of any 
team that ever played 15 or more seasons in 
the majors. 

The St. Louis Browns also recorded the 
lowest attendance figure of any major- 
league team since 1901. The 1935 Browns 
drew only 80,922 fans at home. The team 
finished seventh in the eight-team American 
League with a 65-87 record, 28»,fe games 
behind the pennant-winning Detroit Tigers 
and 5tfj "games in front of the last-place 
Philadelphia A's. St. Louis played at home on 
57 dates. They played 19 doubleheaders at 
Sportman's Park. The franchise averaged 
only 1,420 in attendance per home date.

Like the hapless Cubs, the hopeless 
Browns experienced their moments in 
baseball history: 

July 29, 1908 — Pitcher Rube Waddell 
struck out 16 batters as the St. Louis Brown 
beat his former team, the Philadelphia A's, 
5-4. 

July 25, 1918 — Pitcher Walter Johnson of 
the Washington Senators pitched a four- 
hitter over 15 innings before winning 1-0 over 
St. Louis. The only hit off Johnson in the first 
11 innings was a triple by George Sisler. 

Aug. 23, 1931 — Pitcher Lefty Grove of the 
Philadelphia Athletics was beaten M) by 
Dick Coffman, snapping a personal 16-game 
winning streak. 

Sept. 30, 1944 — The St. Louis Browns won 
the pennant I Outfielder Chester (Chet) 
Laabs batted only .234 in the Browns' cham- 
pionship season and entered the final game 
with only three home runs. But he hit two 
homers against the New York Yankees and 
the Browns won, 5-2, and became American 
League champions when the Detroit Tigers, 
with whom they had been tied, lost to 
Washington, 4-1. This game drew the only 



capacity crowd in the Brown 52-year history. - 

The 1944 World Series — The Browns* vic- 
tory produced the only all-St. Louis World 
Series in baseball history. The Cardinals 
beat the Browns in six games for the world 
championship. 

1945 — Perhaps the symbol of wartime 
baseball was the St. Louis Browns' Pete 
Gray, a one-armed outfielder. Gray had 51 
hits (in 234 at-bats for a .218 batting average) 
in 77 games for the Browns. He had' six 
doubles, two triples, no homers, 14 runs bat- 
ted in and five stolen bases. 

1951 — Pitcher Ned Garver, a right- 
hander, is remembered for the 20-12 record 
he posted, when the team was 52-102 overall. 
Garver was the only hurler to win 20 games 
for a team which lost over 100 games. 

Aug. 19, 1951 — Eddie Gaedel, a 43-inch 
midget, made his first and only plate ap- 
pearance as a pinch-hitter for the St. Louis 
Browns Frank Saucer. Detroit Tiger pitcher 
Bob Cain walked him on four pitches, and 
then Jim Delsing ran for Gaedel. 

May 6, 1953 — Bobo Holloman pitched the 
Browns' last no-hitter, a 6-0 victory over the 
Philadelphia A's. Holloman recorded two 
more victories, and then disappeared from 
organized baseball. 

The St. Louis Browns went out-of-business 
in 1953. They were last that year, with a 54- 
100 record, and were 46>,fe games out of first 
place. They moved to Baltimore and became 
the Orioles in 1954. 

The Browns' farm system, without much 
capital, developed such outstanding players 
as C Sherman Lollar, C Les Moss, 2B Johnny 
Berardino, SS Vem Stephens, OF Al Zarilla, 
OF Roy Sievers, P Ned Garver, P Don Lar- 
sen and P Bob Turley. Now, what did GM 
Dallas Green do with the outstanding players 
in the Cub farm system? Do you remember P 
Don Schulze, P Craig Lefferts, P Jay Howell, 
C Bo Diaz, 1B-OF Carmelo Martinez, SS 
Scott Fletcher, SS Dave Owen, 3B Fritzie 
Connally, OF Mel Hall, OF Billy Hatcher and 
OF Joe Carter? With the exception of 

Shawon Dunston, Dumb Dallas has traded 

away the future of the Chicago Cubs. 

Dallas Green was a major-league pitcher 
before he became a baseball executive. Here 
are the names of some former Cub pitchers 
that he traded away or released: Willie Her- 
nandez, Rick Reuschel, Rich Bordi, Bill 
Caudill and Mike Krukow. Would any of my 
12 readers have signed the 35-year-old third 
baseman Ron Cey to a lucrative five-year 
contract? Only Dallas Green really believes 
that Keith Moreland can patrol right field. 
Moreland couldn't outrun a glacier! If Green 
had exercised some patience and wisdom, 
this lineup would have graced Wrigley Field 
: C Jody Davis, IB Leon Durham, 2B Ryne 
Sandberg, SS Shawon Dunston, 3B Pat 
Tabler, LF Billy "Hatcher, CF Mel Hall and 
RF Joe Carter.

cox Banks On 'Gag' To Win With Litwiler

The first volley of the county clerk's race 
was fired when Democratic incumbent Linda 
Hess of Gurnee challenged her Republican 
opponent, Donna-Mae Litwiler of Ingleside, 
to a series of campaign debates. 

Mrs. Litwiler rejected the offer, explaining 
the two candidates would be sharing the 
podium at public forums. GOP sources have 
informed Lakeland Newspapers that Mrs. 
Litwiler's refusal to debate was predicated 
upon strategy developed by her political 
mentor, Sheriff Robert H. "Mickey" Babcox. 

The sheriff is perceived as the most 
powerful politician in Lake County. Babcox 
was Litwiler's principal supporter in her 
successful primary campaign against 
Wauconda Village Clerk Venita L. Mc- 



Connel. In the March 18 GOP primary, 
Litwiler got 14,507 votes, or. 57 .,4 percent of 
the vote. McConnel received 10,755 ballots or 
42.6 percent of the vote, 

Apparently, Babcox has determined that 
neither he nor Litwiler will debate their 
Democratic adversaries before the Nov. 4 
election. Babcox's opponent is Sander P. 
Stagman of Highland Park. 

The Republican organization will ad- 
vertise Litwiler's candidacy , with a heavy 
media campaign featuring billboards and 
posters on RTA buses. Litwiler's rejection of 
Hess' offer to debate represents a reversal of 
her position on this matter. Prior to the 
spring primary, Litwiler admitted to 
Lakeland Newspapers that it would be 
necessary for her lo. debate Democratic 
incumbent Linda Hess in order to maintain 



her political credibility. Apparently, the 
Republican leadership believes a low- 
visibility campaign will enhance Litwiler's 
chances in the fall election. 

The Democrats have controlled the county 
clerk's office for the past 16 years. In 1970, 
Grace Mary Stern of Highland Park defeated 
incumbent Republican County Clerk Truman 
Gerretsen by 904 votes out of 92,974 cast in 
the election. Stern became only the third 
Democrat elected to Lake County office 
since the Civil War. Until 1970, only one 
Democratic sheriff (1890) and one 
Democratic county clerk (1934) had broken 
the GOP reign over the county offices. 

In 1974, Stern became the first Democrat

Frederick Analyzes 
Newly Enacted Laws 



'State Rep. Virginia 
Frederick (R-59) has 
reminded citizens that a 
number of new laws, enacted 
during the 84th General 
Assembly, became effective 
July 1 in Illinois. 

Frederick said one of the 
new laws is particularly 
significant. Public Act 84- 
1036 (SB 525) provides for 
regional reciprocal in- 
terstate banking between 
Illinois and its six neighbors: 
Missouri, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kentucky, Michigan and 
Wisconsin. In addition, the 
new law eliminates the five 
banking "regions" in 
Illinois, allowing banks from, 
throughout the state to 
acquire other Illinois banks. 
Public Act 84-1036 also 
contains provisions for free 
checking for senior citizens, 
faster check clearing and 
community reinvestment. 

Other new laws of interest 
to the general public in- 
clude: 

Underground Storage 
Tanks (P.A. 84-1072) — This 
law amends the En- 
vironmental Protection Act 
tq require the EPA, in 
cooperation with the state 
fire marshal, to administer 
the Leaking Underground 
Storage Tank Program 
established by federal law. 
Persons who own un- 
derground storage tanks 
containing hazardous waste 
must register with the EPA; 
those owning underground 
petroleum storage tanks 
must register them with the 
state fire marshal. 

Sale of Firearms to Minors 
(P.A. 84-1074) - Under this 
law, anyone convicted of 
knowingly selling or giving 
any firearm to any person 
under 18 who does not have a 
valid Firearm Owner's 
Identification Card, or 
knowingly selling or giving 
any firearm of a size which 
can be concealed upon the 
person to any person under 



18, can be found guilty of a 
Class 4 felony/ subject to up 
to six years in prison and 
fines up to $10,000. 

Abused and Neglected 
Children (P.A. 84-1078) — By 
expanding the list of those 
required to report under the 
"Abused and Neglected 
Child Reporting Act," this 
law should help identify 
more victims. 

Dentist Registration (P.A. 
84-351) — Dentists will be 
required to obtain a permit 
from the state before being 
allowed to administer 
general anesthesia or 
parenteral conscious 
sedation. Degreed dentists 
practicing in a hospital 
training program under 
supervision of a licensed 
dentist or physician arc 
exempt. 

Uniform Transfers to 
Minors Act (P.A. 84-915) — 
This law repeals the Illinois 
Uniform Gifts to Minors Act, 
creating the new Illinois 
Uniform Transfers to Minors 
Act. It regulates transfers of 
property to minors and in- 
creased the amount of 
money that may be tran- 
sferred to an adult member 
of a minor's family as 
custodian from $10,000 to 
$50,000. 

Pharmacist Education 
(P.A. 84-186) — Under this 
law, pharmacists are 
required to complete 30 
hours of continuing 
education as a condition for 
license renewal. 

Liquor Control (P.A. 84- 



1053) — This new law will 
help local liquor com- 
missioners identify ap- 
plicants for liquor licenses 
who have been convicted of 
certain offenses, by allowing 
the Dept. of State Police to 
furnish records of con- 
victions to local law en- 
forcement officials. 

Nursing Home Patients 
(P.A. 84-955) — Nursing 
home residents' private 
accounts will be protected 
from any unauthorized 
withdrawals by this new law. 

Handicapped Self-serve 
Gasoline (P.A. 84-877) — 
Handicapped people will be 
able to take advantage of the 
lower self-serve pump prices 
at many , gasoline stations 
under this new law. It 
requires the attendant at 
service stations with both 
full and self-serve pumps to 
pump gasoline at the self- 
serve price when a han- 
dicapped person, whose 
vehicle displays disabled 
plates or decals, pulls to the 
self-serve pump and 
requests assistance. The law 
does not apply at stations 
which only have self-serve 
pumps. 

Sewage Disposal (P.A. 84- 
670) — This law prohibits the 
installation of any new 
private sewage disposal 
systems until drawings and 
specifications have been 
submitted arid approved by 
the Dept. of Public Health. It 
also. requires contractors to 
pass a written examination 
before receiving a license. 



ever reelected to county office. She defeated 
Margaret W. Metzler, executive secretary of 
the Lake County Republican Central Com- 
mittee, by 20,686 votes. Stern captured 16 out 
of 18 townships, losing only Cuba and Ela 
Twps. to her GOP opponent. 

Mrs. Stern easily won a third term in 1978 
as county clerk, outdistancing County Board 
Rep. Helen Amendola by 21,990 votes. In 
addition, she carried 15 out of 18 townships, 
losing only Cuba, Ela and Shields Twps. 
When Stern vacated the office in 1982, 
Democrat Linda Hess defeated Republican 
Harry Thomas of Libertyville by 355 votes 
out of 111,187 ballots cast in the election. 



Improved Dill Law Among 
Bills Approved By State 



An improved Driving Un- 
der the Influence law and 
renewed efforts to combat 
functional illiteracy were 
among the highlights of the 
Spring 1986 legislative 
session, according to 
Secretary of State Jim 
Edgar. 

"We have streamlined and 
clarified the new DUI law, 
and moved closer toward 
eradicating functional 
illiteracy in Illinois," Edgar 
said. 

Legislation strengthening 
business laws was also ap- 
proved during the session. 

In all, Edgar cited seven 
bills sent to Governor Thom- 
pson which will impact on 
programs of the Secretary of 
State's office: 

-Driving under the in- 
fluence (DUI) legislation 
provides clarifying language 
for the new law which took 
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effect January 1, 1986. The 
bill also recognizes in- 
creased work for circuit 
clerks resulting from the 
new law by raising to $30 
from $5 the fine counties can 
assess for DUI's. 

-Funding for local literacy 
programs will be increased 
to $4 million from $2 million. 
Maximum grant awards to 
literacy organizations will 
go from $50,000 to $75,000. 

-Funding for the 18 library 
systems within the State 
Library will be increased by . 
5 percent ($826,716) to a total 
of $17,361,044 to provide for 
better services to constituent 
libraries. 

-Hospital personnel would 
be required to ask next of kin 
of a deceased patient to per- 
mit organ donations. The 
legislation will provide an ef- 
fective back-up to support 



organ donation wishes in- 
dicated on Illinois drivers 
licenses. 

--Enforcement of the 

securities law would be 
enhanced by giving 
securities-investigators in- 
terstate subpoena power. 
The bill will make it more 
difficult for unscrupulous 
securities salesmen to ply 
their trade in another state. 

-Business information 
concerning limited part- 
nerships would be cen- 
tralized in the Secretary of 
State's Office for the first 
time. This will allow for 
quick and easy retrieval of 
limited partnership business 
documents. 

^-Laws governing not-for- 
profit corporations would be 
made consistent with the 
Business Corporation Act of 
1983.

Illinois taxpayers should be breathing a lit- 
tle easier, in our opinion, that in the frantic 
final days of the spring session of the (general 
Assembly, lawmakers put aside how to build 
a new White Sox stadium and passing 
enabling legislation so a millionaire could 
build a fancy race track in Lake County, and 
concentrated on such mundane business as 
liability insurance reform, "Build Illinois" 
economic development projects, tax in- 
crement financing, child protection, sex of- 
fender registration, radioactive waste con- 
trol, home repair fraud regulation and scores 
of other "little" bills that add up to im- 
proving daily lives of the citizens of the state. 

No, we're not going to bemoan the fact that 
efforts to relocate Arlington Park to Old Mill 
Creek got ensnared in differences over off- 
track betting, dog racing proposals and the 
personal animosity of two Democratic king 
pins toward each other. House Speaker 



Michael Madigan and State Sen. Phil Rock.. 

As far as the White Sox are concerned, it's 
an insult to every taxpayer in Illinois that 
political leaders were dancing for the two 
wheeler-dealer owners, Jerry Reinsdorf and 
Ernie Einhorn, to wring out $42 million in aid 
to build a new stadium to replace tired old 
Comiskey Park. 

Without a doubt, we haven't heard the last 
of a world class equestrian complex for Lake 
County or whatever new idea Reinsdorf and 
Einhorn can dream up to get their hands into 
tax .coffers. What is important is that the 
General Assembly made a start on solving 
problems involving liability insurance, albeit 
a very limited start, plus dealing with mat- 
ters involving the serious side of life. 

Once again, the results of the spring 
session can be characterized not so much for 
what lawmakers did, but what they didn't do. 



The Price Of Crime 



Illinois' prison population has nearly 
doubled in the last 10 years, a fact which has 
contributed to a more than four-fold increase 
in the budget for the Dept. of Corrections. 
Inmate growth underscores the increasing 
prominence of prisons in the state economy. 
The Dept. of Corrections budget has 
ballooned from fiscal 1976 levels of §92.4 
million to $413.1 million in fiscal 1985, an 
increase of $320.7 million. Much of the budget 
increase stems from the prison population, 
explosion itself. In 1976, Illinois' prisons 
housed 9,1*82 inmates. By 1985, Illinois' prison 
population reached 17,649. 

Operations expenses account for 80.4 
percent of the department's budget in fiscal 
1985. And personal services accounted for 60 
percent of the department's operations 
spending in FY 1985. In fiscal 1976, DOC 
employed 4,898 persons; in fiscal 1985. 9,939 
persons were employed by the department. 
Personal services spending in fiscal 1985 was 
$199.2 million, up 3.4 times from the S58.8 
million level in fiscal 1976. 

And the corrections budget will continue to 



grow rapidly as new facilities are opened in 
the near future. Statewide prison capacity 
will soon increase from 18,418 to 20,971 with 
the opening of two 900-bed, medium security 
facilities at Danville and Galesburg, the 
addition of 64 beds at Shawnee, 622 beds at 
Dixon and new beds at community correc- 
tional facilities. . 

Corrections, officials say the prison 
population explosion is attributed to better 
prosecution methods and a tougher Illinois 
Criminal Code. Annual costs are estimated 
at $15,416 for housing an adult inmate and 
$25,723 for a juvenile. The difference in the 
support rates exist because there are far 
more adults than juveniles housed in Illinois 
facilities. (There were 1,136 juveniles in- 
carcerated in Illinois facilities in fiscal 1985.) 

What's happening in Illinois prisons is in 
direct response to the "get tough" policy 
demanded by citizens who continue to ad- 
vocate stricter law enforcement and tougher 
sentences for convicted lawbreakers. We're 
getting a hard line on criminality and we're 
paying for it. 



Republicans For Hess 



Ever since Donna-Mae Litwiler won the 
Republican nomination for Lake County 
clerk in March, there has been talk of 
creating a 'Republicans for Hess' 
organization to support the campaign of 
Democratic incumbent, Linda Hess. The fir- 
st evidence that such a group exists came 
when several prominent Republicans 
showed up at a fundraiser for Hess in Lake 
Bluff.

If you have a mind to, you can scratch the 
old saying about the height of corn on July 4 
predicting the quality of the crop. Even non- 
farmers have been wont to observe, to 
determine if all is well, that the corn should 
be knee high by the 4th. 

Not so any more, observed Bob Sch- 
merbauch, agriculture specialist with the 
University of Illinois Extension Service on 
Rte. 45. Modern science and today's farm 
equipment are permitting planting earlier 
every year, according toSchmcrbauch. 

Herbicides now available and modern 
tillage equipment have put the He to the old 
saying, Schmcrtjauch noted. Over the state, 
and Illinois is a big corn producer, between 
40 and 50 percent of the corn crop now is 
planted in April. Schmcrbauch said some of 
the earlybirds are shooting for lastling by 
July4. 

"What we watch in northern Illinois more 
than the 'knee high' standard arc the 
available degree growing days. That's why 
the cloudy and rainy weather lately is more 
important than where the corn is at July 4," 
the ag specialist commented. 

Lake County's farmers like their coun- 
terparts around the state have the equipment 
to plant 100 acres per day under ideal con- 
ditions. Speaking of ideal planting con- 
ditions, Schmerbauch added an astounding 
statistical note: If conditions ever were 
ideal, Illinois farmers have the manpower 
and equipment to plant the state's entire 
corn crop in 10 days. It's no wonder that

Question: Are there any nutrition factors 
that can aid in preventing alzheimers 
disease? 

Answer; Alzheimers disease is a 
degenerative disease of the brain. One 
nutritional factor that has been linked with 
this disease is an excess of aluminum or 
aluminum toxicity. 

Aluminum is absorbed in the intestine and 
excreted by way of the kidney. In people with 
abnormal kidney function, aluminum is 
deposited in the bones and blocks calcium 
utilization. 

Aluminum can accumulate from the 
following sources if the body is not able to ex- 
crete as quickly as the intake: antacids, 
.douches, baking powder, under arm anti- 
perspirants, toothpaste, drinking water 
(many, cities add aluminum to reduce 
cloudiness), pickles, non-dairy creamers 
(the small containers used in restaurants), 
aluminum foil and aluminum cookware. 

Limited use of all the above items is 
recommended. Cooking acid foods such as 
tomatoes and apples should be avoided in 
aluminum cookware. Small stainless steel 
strainers can be purchased to steam food in 
aluminum cookware without coming in 
direct contact with the pan. 

If you need daily anti-acids you most likely 
have a digestive disorder that possibly would 
respond to a dietary change and/or digestive 
aids without aluminum. 

Question: Is it true that mosquitoes will not 
bite you if you have taken extra vitamin B? 



Answer: Thianicin (vitamin B-l) has been 
found to be especially beneficial in protec- 
ting against excessive mosquito attacks. 
Vitamin B-6 also is helpful especially to aid 
in lessening the inflammatory reaction to 
sensitive persons. A diet of excessive refined 
sugar is also a contributing factor to in- 
creased mosquito bites. 

Since refined sugar products often produce 
vitamin B deficiency, the role of diet plays an

important role in preventing insect attack 
especially when exposure is increased. An in- 
creased intake of vitamin B complex (in- 
cluding vitamin B-l and B-6) along with a 
decreased intake of refined sugar products is 
recommended. 

An increased intake of alcohol will result in 
increased blood sugar and encourage insect 
attack. Increased water intake will aid in 
lessening sugar storage and thus promote 
prevention of severe mosquito attack.

The Animal Welfare 
League can be found at 6224 
S. Wabash Ave., Chicago, IL 
60637, phone (312) 667-0088;

It's hard to believe that 
just three decades ago the 
streets of Chicago had teams 
of horse-drawn wagons 
driven by peddlers. Many of 
the horses and equipment 
were poorly maintained. 
There was an ordinance in 
effect, but most of the time 
the'enforcement appeared to 
fall upon the Animal Welfare 
League. 

Most inspections of stables 
today are made in areas out- 
side of Chicago, to check 
conditions of horses kept at 
either livery or private 
riding stables. 

Animals cared for by the 
league are not just horses, 
dogs and cats. It is summed 
up as creatures of "Pur, Fin, 
and Feathers." The league 
has taken care of baby 
mallards that have become 
separated from their 



mothers. An eagle was 
found, lost and exhausted. It 
was taken to an eagle sanc- 
tuary. A vulture was picked 
up on the north side of 
Chicago. It had to be a long 
way from home. The Lincoln 
Park Zoo took it in. 

A horned owl was rescued 
by the league from a rooftop 
where it was caught in heavy 
fishing line. The line was 
wrapped around his legs and 
the chimney of the house. He 
was checked out and 
released to go on his way. 

The veterinarians of the 
league removed a fishhook 
from the stomach of a heron. 
The bird had to be force-fed 
with its natural diet until it 
was strong enough to be 
released. 

The league deals with rab- 
bits, skunks, squirrels, rac- 
coons, opossum, deer, and 
any other animals that need 
help. They have had many 
unusual guests. 

They have had a wolf, 
coyote, fox, monkey, bear, 
and an alligator that was 27 
years old and eight feet long. 
The alligator was taken from 



a home where its owner had 
kept him. It had its own 
room and access to a water 
tank via special ramps. The 
owner had brought it back 
from Florida over 20 years 
ago. 

The king of beasts, the 
lion, has become well-known 
to the league. The first lion 
guest was named Monte, and 
that was many years ago. It 
was part of an act in a night- 
club and then the owner left 
it in a crate in the basement 
of the club. Monte had gone 
without food and water for 
several days when the call 
was received. 

The owner was found, but 
he had become fearful of the 
lion as it grew. He agreed to 
sign the lion over to the 
league. Monte had a new 
home at the Racine 
Zoological Park in Wiscon- 
sin. 

The next was a young male 
carnival lion which was kept 
in a very small crate. 

Another lion was spotted 
at a small circus and was in- 
deed kept in a cruel manner. 



The owner said, "Leo's 12 
years old. He's served his 
usefulness to me. If you want 
him, you can have him^" Leo 
was given a good home at the 
Lion Country Safari near 
West Palm Beach, Fla., and 
guaranteed a lifetime of con- 
tentment. He was free at 
last. 




Chesty was the next lion to 
need the league's help. He 
started out being impounded 
for rabies observation. His 
owner had gotten him as a 
cub. He was declawed and 
kept as a pet. Shortly after 
he was home, the owner sold 
him to the owner of a "go- 
go" tavern who knew 
nothing of his past. Ten days 
later her young sons went in- 
to the room with the lion and 
were badly mauled. 

The league picked up 
Chesty and offered clean 



straw for bedding, plenty of 
food, sufficient exercise and 
attention from the staff. 

The .story of Chesty 
apeared in the paper and a 
member 'of the House of 
Representatives contacted 
the league. They read to him 
past articles from their files 
relating to many tragedies 
that had "resulted from at- 
tempts to keep wild animals 
as pets. On Oct. 10, 1969, the 
Illinois Exotic Animal Act 
was signed and put into ef- 
fect. 

As for Chesty, he. thrived 
in their care. He enjoyed 
being brushed and began to 
look great. He had never 
been around his own kind 
before and had no claws to 
protect himself from other 
grown lions. It was decided 
that the Lion Country Safari 
would take him and he would 
be placed in a pride of young 
lions where he might be able 
to adapt. 

The league also oversees 
horses, cows, and other 
livestock. They make many 
inspections to the stockyards 
as there are many- problems 



with shipping methods. How 
animals .are receive 
repeated cruel treatment 
during the unloading 
process, is another story. 
The league steps in to do 
what they can. . 

There are so many other 
things the league does that I 
can't begin to cover them all. 
They are in need of clean, 
used towels. They cannot use 
blankets or shag rugs. They 
are also in dire need of 
newspapers. These items 
can be delivered any time 
from 7 a.m. to 10 p.m. 

Their interest is for the 
animals, and they wish only 
to find the best homes for 
them. If you are looking for a 
dog or cat, try the league. 
They may have just what 
you want.

Versatile Cranberry Can Be Savored Year-Round 



The cranberry is the apple of the 
Thanksgiving holiday eye. Even though it's 
in good suply only from September to 
December, you can enjoy the flavor of the 
cranberry during the off-season. 

Cranberry juice has become a popular 
breakfast drink. At our house, it competes 
with orange juice.lt is a nifty change-of-pace 
drink, especially when combined with grape 
or apple. 

You can make a cranberry cocktail by ad- 
ding some OJ, sugar and cinnamon, plus 
cloves. You can prepare a soup that is served 
hot or cold. You can fix a cranberry mousse 
or cranberry muffins. 



You can produce an-almost-instant cran- 
berry sauce: 

Combine 1 1/2 cups sugar and 1 cup water 
in saucepan, stir to dissolve sugar, bring to 
boil, add one pound canned cranberries, 
reduce heat to medium and cook five 
minutes. Serve sauce warmed or chilled. 
Makes about four cups. 

For an interesting variation: 
Use orange instead of water; 
Add grated lemon or orange peel ; 
Stir in chopped nuts, dates or raisins; 
Season with cinnamon, nutmeg or allspice.

1/4 cup cornstarch 

4 cups cranberry juice 

1 cinnamon stick 

Sour cream 

In large saucepan, combine sugar and cor- 
nstarch; gradually stir in cranberry juice.

Questions-Answers About Disability, Mortgage 



While America was 
celebrating Lady Liberty 
Day and setting off 
Firecrackers, The Meyers 
Report was at home, an- 
swering tha nation's (mail) 
call. 

Q . Is the spouse of a disabled 
wage earner also eligible for 
social security disability 
benefits? This question was 
asked by the following 
readers, among others: A. 
Green, Gary, Ind.; E. 
Varga, Phillipsburg, N.J.; 
P. Kirby, Griffith, Ind.; R. 
Baudreau, Hobart, Ind.; B. 
Picollo, St. Louis, Mo.; S. 
Lynn, Gary, Ind. 

A. Yes, under certain cir- 
cumstances. Barbara 
Samuels, a Chicago attorney 
specializing in disability 
benefits claims, noted three 
ways to qualify for benefits: 

1) You can begin receiving 
early retirement benefits at 
age 62 if your spouse is alive 
and is receiving either a 
disability or a retirement 
benefit. But, because it is 
early, you will receive less 
than the full amount for 
which you might otherwise 
qualify. 

In addition, if you are 62 
years of age and divorced 
from someone receiving 
disability benefits, you are 



also eligible if the marriage 
lasted at least 10 years, 
irrespective of whether your 
spouse remarried. However, 
you would be ineligible if you 
remarried before you 
reached the age 60. 

2) If you are the wife of a 
wage earner receiving 
disability benefits, and you 
have in your care the child or 
children of the disabled 



earner, you would be eligible 
for early retirement benefits 
at age 60. 

If you are a spouse of 
someone receiving social 



or dead, then the child is 
eligible for benefits.

Q. I like to use my 7 iron for clipping, but so often my 
distance is not accurate. What is the best way to improve this 
part of my game? 

A: There is really nothing wrong with favoring your 7 iron. 
In fact, we all have a club we tend to reach for simply 
because it feels 'right' or comfortable to us. But to really im- 
prove in this area you will have to leave that 7 iron in your 
bag more often because it simply will not be the correct 
choice in many cases. You may be familiar with the saying 
that the safest shot is to get the ball onto the green and rolling 
toward the hole. In other words, the chances of error increase 
in proportion to the distance the ball travels in the air, so we 
want to place the ball 2' or 3' onto the green and let it roll to 
the hole. This distance the ball must roll will vary with each 
hole, but once you calculate this distance you need only select 
the club which will produce that amount of roll. The dif- 
ference in loft is what determines how far the ball will roll. 
Because you use the same stroke for every club and let the 
loft produce the distance, you will become quite accurate in a 
very short time. Practice this with each club in order, 
remembering to repeat the same stroke with each club. Land 
the ball 2' to 3* onto the green, and learn what distance each 
club will produce for you. [>

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Old World Wisconsin is a state historical 
site located in the southern gateway area 
north of Walworth County. Fronting on WI- 
67, it's about 100 miles from Chicago. Those 
few miles take visitors back into limes and 
lives of the 19th' century. Forty original 
buildings have been relocated there from 
throughout the state. 

This 576-acre outdoor museum reflects 
structural patterns and lifestyles of 16 ethnic 
groups among early Wisconsin settlers. 
Germanic and Scandinavian cultures were 
dominant in the homes, schools, farms, 
churches and civic buildings on display. 
Costumed residents engage in activities of 
the times with emphasis on the 1840-80 
period. Currently, student filled buses are 
frequent.

Old World Wisconsin is the only multi- 
national and multi-cultural outdoor museum 
in the world. Details are available by writing 
them at Box 12A, Eagle, Wis., 53119, or call 1- 
800-ESCAPES. 

After sampling the ethnic Old World 
Wisconsin flavors, we continued northward 
to Baraboo, home of the Circus World 
Museum. Here, performances of elephants, 
big cats and bears mix with the romances of 
the circus and a new Buffalo Bill display. In 
its 28th year, it offers history of another typo. 
Circus World Museum is at 426 Water SI., 



Baraboo, Wis., 53913, on highway WI-113. It*s 
open daily at 9:30 a.m. through mid- 
September. 

Midway between Baraboo and Wisconsin 
Dells is the International Crane Foundation 




on Shady Lane Road off U.S. 12. Many are 
aware the Whooping Crane was an en- 
dangered bird near extiction. The Crane 
Foundation has made remarkable progress 
in turning that trend as well as studying 
others of the species members. 

Many remember its director, George 
Archibald. As co-founder he became famous 
for his TV recorded mating dance with the 
female whooper. This stimulates egg laying 
in the absence of compatible males. Gee 
Whiz, now nearly four years old, is the living 
product of Archibald's devious deception. 
From his pen area, Gee Whiz greets human 
visitors with the same challenge given to 
rellow cranes. Why not? His father Image, 
George, was a people.. .according to his 
mother, Tex, who had been artificially in- 
seminated in advance. Gee Wiz's Mom, 
unfortunately was killed by a marauding 
raccoon a few months after his birth. This 
leaves George Archibald as his only family. 

The Crane Foundation is unique in the 
world today and warrants a visit by those 
who love wildlife. A Run For Cranes fun- 
draiser is scheduled for May 9, 1987 and 
sponsored by the Dells Holiday Inn.

Ln ORDINANCE of the Village of Gurnoa, Lake 
feounty, Illinois, amending Ordinance No. M-50 
[heretofore adopted on tho 3»th day of Juno, 1*M. 

WHEREAS, the. President and Board of Trustees (the 
("Corporate Authorities"), of the Village of Gurnee, Lake 
[County, Illinois (the "Municipality"), did adopt on the 30th 
Iday of June, 1986, an ordinance, numberd 86-50 and en- 
titled: 

"AN ORDINANCE combing the existing waterworks 
system and the existing, sewerage .system of the 
Village of Gurnee, Lake 'County, Illinois, and 
authorizing and providing for the issue of 13,500,000 
Waterworks and Sewerage Revenue Bonds, Series 
1986, of said Village, for the purpose/of deraying the 
cost of improving the combined waterworks and 
sewerage system of said Village, prescribing all the 
details of said bonds, and providing for the collection, 
segregation, and distribution of the revenues of te "' 
combined waterworks and sewerage of system of said 
Village."
